Lssk Out for Mad Dogs 

Prevalence of % rablea in all 
parts of Kentucky has led the 
State Hoard of Health to issue a 
new warding that all persons 
bitte» dy dogs promptly should 
take measures to protect them- 
selves. Twenty persons in local- 
ities scattered all over the State 
have applied to the board for 
treatment for the disease in the 
1 i«t thirty days. 

The first step to be taken, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lillian South, di- 
rector of the board's laboratories, 
is to confine the animal that has 
done the biting. She emphasiz- 
ed the fact that it is not neces 
sary to immediately kill the dog. 
If he lives nine days it is certain 
that he has not rabies, and no 
further steps need be taken. 

If he dies before the expiration 
of this period of confinement, 
however, bis head should be sent 
to the laboratory of the State 
Board for examination. There it 
will be determined whether or 
not he wsh afllicted with rabies. 
In case the former is true the 
person bitten Bhould take the 
serum treatment for the disease, 
as when it develops in a human 
being it invariably is fatal. 

This serum treatment can be 
obtained free of charge nt the 
State Board's Inboratones, or it 
may be obtained by persons out 
in the State unable to come to 
Louisville through their County 
Health Officer* or other physi- 
cians.
